W ashington. Oct. 12.—Captain F, E 
Chadwick, who was In command of 
Admiral Sampson’s flagship, the New 
York, and who also was chief of the 
adm iral’s staff during the war with 
Spain, testified before the Schley na 
val court for a short time during the 
afternoon. 
He was the last witness 
called anti when the court adjourned 
was still under cross examination by 
Mr. itayner, who stated that he only 
had a few more questions to ask him 
There was considerable 
Interest in 
Captain Chadwick’s 
appearance 
be 
cause of his close relationship to the 
commander-in-chief of the North At 
lantlc squadron. 
Captain Chadwick’s 
testimony re­ 
lated very largely to dispatches sent 
by Admiral Sampson to Commodore 
Schley while the latter lay off Clenfue- 
gos in May, 1898, and to the code of 
signals agreed upon between Captain 
McCalls of the Marblehead and the 
Cuban forces operating near Cienfue- 
gos. 
He said that this code had not 
been sent to Commodore Schley by 
dispatch because Captain McCalla had 
expected to Join the commodore im­ 
mediately and communicate them to 
him. He also told of being present at 
an interview between Admiral Samp­ 
son and Commodore Schley In which 
the latter had expressed his Intention 
to be loyal to the commaoder-in-chief. 
He related In detail the change of 
opinion concerning the whereabouts 
of Cervera s fleet by Admiral Samp, 
son on May 21, between the sending 
of the two dispatches of that date h> 
Admiral

to

Schley, one of which was dated at 
Key West and the other at Havana. 
Captain Chadwick said he had not ap 
proved Admiral Sampson s dispatch of 
May 28 
congratulating 
Commodore 
Schley on his accomplishments to that 
date. 
Five other new witnesses were 
heard during the day, two of them 
being officers of the New York. 


Officara of ths Massachusetts. 
After several witnesses had 
been 
recalled to correct 
their 
testimony. 
Lieutenant Adelbert Althouse, form er­ 
ly watch and division officer on the 
battleship M assachusetts, was called 
He detailed the movements of that 
vessel in connection with the flying 
squadron. 
He said that at Cien fuegos 
the vessels lay six to ten miles out at 
night, going nearer in the daytime. On 
the day of the bombardment of the 
Cristobal Colon he had been In charge 
of the 8 inch turret of the Massachu 
setts. 
He said that the ship had not 
bee n to exceed three m inutes in pass 
ing the entrance to the harbor on the 
first passage and that only two shots 
were then 
fired. 
The instructions 
were to make the range 7,000 yarda, 
but the shot* fell short and the range 
was Increased on the return trip to 
8.500 and then to 10,000 yards. Asked 
what was developed as to the strength 
of the land batterto-s by this reeonnola- 
rmure be said that to his mind it was 
shown that they were very weak.

POWEI question DISCUSSED. 


Meeting of the Business Men and 


Taxpayers Held Last 


Night. 


There was a fairly goxt attendance 
of taxpayer^ and other» at the meet­ 
ing held last night in the city ball, in 
response to the call made by the 
electric light committee of the city 
council, the object of the meeting 
being to discuss in particular the 
proposition made to the committee 
by the Mississippi and Hum River 
Boom company, and in general to 
talk over the power for the city's 
electric light plant, the steady growth 
of the city and the attendant demands 
having overreached the supply of 
power which has been and which is 
being furnished by the boom com­ 
pany. 
Chairman Halladay, of the electric 
light eommittea, called the meeting 
to order and stated the object of the 
call. He stated that the committee 
together with the city council had 
had the matter of power in mind for 
sometime and various plans had been 
sum mar illy gone over, but nothing 
definite had been done to increase the 
power at the dam, although for some­ 
time there was need of same such 
action. 
He briefly went over the 
conditions of the contract between 
the city and the boom company. 
He 
stated that the lease would run six 
years longer. Originally the con­ 
tract was in efTect that the company 
would furnish 250 horse power for 
which the city agreed to pay 11500 a 
year. There was a proviso in the chart­ 
er granted the company that an addi­ 
tional 250 horse power would be fur­ 
nished the city so that this was vir­ 
tually free. 
The city 
has 
been 
entitled to 500 horse power but it lias 
never been able to get this much. 
He thought that at the present time 
the city was using but 350 horse 
power. 
He stated that the only proposi­ 
tion received from the boom com­ 
pany was to lease the dam. They 
made a proposition, he said, to lease 
the entire dam for $4,000 a year, the 
city to pay all taxes and keep the 
dam in repair. 
After stating the object of the 
meeting tie said that nominations 
were in order for selection of chair­ 
man. On motion County Treasurer 
John T. Frater was made chairman 
and £L C. Griffith was made secre­ 
tary. 
Several of those present then en­ 
gaged in a general discussion of the 
matter and the committee feels that 
it received a very general expres­ 
sion of the heaviest tax payers of the 
city. 
JThe first question aaked was in re­ 
gard to the possible cost of leasing 
the old Parker plant and renting the 
same for .additional power, Alder­ 
man Halladay stated that the reason 
that the committee recommended the 
renting of this plant was to tide the 
city over the winter. He did not 
think it would be a wise thing to rent 
the plant for all time, as it did not 
have the capacity to furnish more 
than 10UU lights and there were 
nearly that many lights required to 
meet the demand of the ‘‘cut ins” at 
the present time and with this addi­ 
tional power the city would he in the 
same hole again in a year or two; 
that the power from this plant, be 
thought, would only scrre as an 
assistance temporarily. 
In answer to the question whether 
it would not be a wise move to in­ 
crease the capacity of the Parker 
plant and use this exclusively, Alder­ 
man Wright stated that to equip a 
steam plant with capacity sufficient 
to run this city it would cost in the 
neighborhood of $25,000 and this 
would be for only 500 horse power. 
The cost in coal would be a big item. 
He stated that iunething like four 
pounds of coal per horse power per 
hour would be required. 
JUderman Halladay stated that a 
proposition was made to the boom 
company to lease more power, but 
they would not listen to such a 
scheme; they want to lease or seU J 
the whole dam. 
Mr. Prater thought that a steam 
plant could he equipped somewhat 
cheaper than the figures mentioned 
by Mr. Wright, taking into consider­ 
ation that the city now owned dyna­ 


mo* etc. 
He thought that a plant 
for this city with about 800 horse 
power could be put in for about $20,- 
000. 
I 
John N. Never» wanted to know 
what the loss was in transmission 
from the dam to the city and Mr. 
Wright stated that it was about 10 
per cent. 
Mr. Wright stated that 
this loss would not fce 
saved but 
most of it would if a plant was erect­ 
ed in the centre of the city. There 
is 17 miles of wire to the arc system 
and it is figured that for every three 
miles one arc light is lost in trans­ 
mission. Mr. Nevers was iu favor 
of leasing the Parker plant for six 
years, during the balance of the time 
the present contract runs, and by 
that time something might turn up. 
J. F. McGinnis wanted to know, in 
view of that fact that it had lieen 
figured that the Parker plant would 
run behind each month, shat the 
city would gain in the lease of the 
dam at $4000 a year. Mr. Rowley 
stated that it was not so much the 
loss as it was that the power furnish­ 
ed by the Parker plant would not be 
adequate for all time, for there were 
nearly enough residents who wanted 
lights to take up the entire power of 
this plant already. 
L J. Cale would be in favor of 
leasing the dam but thought it would 
I lie a very unwise thing for the city 
I to agree to keep the same in repairs. 
He thought that it might be possible 
to provide tor the abatement of the 
taxes, but in the case of repairs it 
would seem that the city was dealing 
in unknown quantities. 
Mr. Prater wanted to know what 
the cost would approximately be for 
the city to buy another turbine wheel. 
It was explained that the wheels now 
in use take the entire capacity of 
the flumes; that new flumes would 
have to tie put in and the expense 
would run way up. 
Mr. 
Wright 
stated that the new wheel alone 
would cost in the neighborhood of 
$I7<I0. The dynamos now in use 
have a larger capacity than the city 
is now using. 
At the present time 
they are carrying something like 
4200 lights and they could easily 
carry about 5300. 
it was thought by many that to 
put in a new flume and to make the 
improvements mentioned the city 
would be shut off for a time from re­ 
ceiving its electric lights. 
M. J Reilly wanted to know how 
it was that the company could,not 
furnish alt the power and it was 
stated that the flush boards had been 
removed on account of some over­ 
flows. 
J. J. Howe thought that another 
wheel could lie put in without shut­ 
ting off the lights of the city. 
In an­ 
swer to the question as to the stabil­ 
ity of the darn Mr. Howe also ex­ 
pressed an opinion that for all time 
to come the dam would remain, that 
there was not much danger of its go­ 
ing otft. 
Dr. Hemstead stated that this was 
the time for the city to lay the foun­ 
dation for the erection of an inde­ 
pendent 
steam 
electric 
light 
plant in the center of the city. 
He 
thought in investing money in keep 
ing up repaira, etc., and in making 
repairs to old plants the city would 
get no returns. The only thing to 
do, he thought, would be to estab­ 
lish a permanent plant for the city’s 
own use. 
The revenue received by 
furnishing motor power etc. would 
; be enough to offset a great deal of the 
cost of maintainance. 
W. D. McKay thought that it 
would be a wise thing to profit by* 
the experiences of others and ascer 
tain what the cost would be in run­ 
ning the different kinds of plants. 
Expressions were heard from J. C. 
Congdon on the matter and he 
seemed to be in favor of the theory 
advanced by Dr. Hemstead. 
On motion of M. J. Reilly, Chair­ 
man Prater was authorized to appoint 
a committee of three to act in con­ 
junction with the electric light com­ 
mittee In the matter.

IS DENIED. 


President Roosevelt Turns Down 


the Application of Seelye 


and Sherer. 


CLAIMS 
HE 
IS 
A VICTIM. 


The Men are Seninf Sentences 


in the Hennepin County 


Jail. 


President Roosevelt has ref used to 
pardon C. E. Seelye and H. B. Sherer, 
two mem well known to northern 
Minnesota lumbermen, who are ser­ 
ving eight months’ sentences in the 
Hennepin county jail. 
The petitions asking for their re­ 
lease was signed by Senators Nelson 
and Clapp, Governor Van Sant and 
many other prominent men. and was 
presented by Congress man Fletcher. 
Set'lye and Sherer were charged 
with startiog the fire which did so 
damage in the northern woods in 
April, 1!N 10, and were tried and con­ 
victed at Duluth last April. 
Seelye, at the time of his arrest, 
was a store-keeper at Ben a, Cass 
county, and was alsnkngagcd in gov­ 
ernment contract worm on the Winne- 
bigosish and Leech faike dams. 
He 
claims that he is the victim of a con­ 
spiracy concocted by Moosomo, a 
chief of the Leech Lake Indians and 
his two brothers. 
According to Seelye’s story he 
had trouble with the Indians over 
some stone which he sold to the gov­ 
ernment to be used on the dams. 
The Indians claimed Seelye stole the 
stone, which they saw! was quarried 
on the Ijeech Lake reservation, and 
they made a complaint to Captain 
Mercer, the Indian agent. 
The in­ 
vestigation which followed, exoner­ 
ated Seelye, but Moosomo at the 
time told him that the Indians be­ 
lieved they had been fobiied and 
that they would make trouble for 
him. 
Last April Moosomo and his two 
brothers charged Seelye and Sherer 
with lighting forest fires, and at the 
trial the three swore positively that 
they saw the two white men start 
the blaze. 
Two white men were as positive 
that Seelye and Sherer were six 
miles front the scene of the fire, but 
notwithstanding this conflicting evi­ 
dence the defendants were convicted. 
Since the trial it is alleged that one 
of the Indians has admitted lie swore 
falsely. 
Tie men have served two months 
of their sentences, and another at 
tempt will lie made to secure a t*ar- 
don.

estate of President M cKinley w ill be 
paid a check for $L854DtL 
There wa* 
a good deal of discussion in the treas­ 
ury about tbe*# checks and exactly 
how to divide them. 
President M cK in ­ 
ley died early on the morning of Hept 
14, and President Roosevelt took the 
oath that day. 
Under the law Mr. 
Roosevelt must be paid the salary of 
president from and iocluding tbe day 
he toolc the oath. 
The question was 
not on this, however. 


For a number of years each president 


ha* been paid m ontlty one-twelfth of 
$50.000 a year, the only case in the gov­ 
ernment service in w hich tbe regular 
■alary table was no 
followed. 
By 


this system President McKinley re­ 
ceived $4,106.60 for t vo months In ev­ 
ery quarter and $4,10i, 07 for the third 
month of tbe quarter, making tbe total 
for the quarter $12.50. As September 
waa the third month •*£ the quarter the 
aaiary for that mouth waa $4,166.67. 
Divided by thirty days the proportion 
goiftg to President Roosevelt would 
have been $2,361 and to the estate of 
the dead president $1,305.44. The audi­ 
tor's office Insisted on a division on 
the basis that 
President 
Roosevelt 
shqpld receive 17.02 of the entire aaiary 
for the third quarter of tbe year, there 
being ninety-two days In that quarter. 


Tbia division gave the sums that 


were agreed upon.

From Para’s Cruda Invention to ths

geon named Ambrose Pare and 
Published in Paris in 1561.

It consisted of a thin metal spring 
bend which passed half way rouml 
the wearer*» head, having on one 
end a email oval plate, which cover­ 
ed the orbit of the eye and the oilier 
end pressed against the back of the 
head. 
The oval plate was covered 
with smooth, soft leather, on which 
an eye was painted.
